resident Lynch, fellow members, and 
guests: 

First I want to thank you for the great 
honor you have bestowed on me by elect- 
ing me as your president for the coming 
year. I am fully aware of the responsibil- 
ity that comes with the office. 

Like all those who have attained this 
position before me I have aims and as- 
pirations, many of which I hope will be 
realized. 

Before I mention some of our goals, I 
would like to pay tribute to Jim Lynch 
and his administration for the wonder- 
ful year they have given us. I think all 
agree that it has been an outstanding 
year, and that the Midwinter Meeting 
was probably the greatest we have ever 
had. 

There are great problems facing us. 
There is legislation pending which, if 
passed, will make it possible to form serv- 
ice corporations to take care of large 
groups of people. In a large community 
such as ours we will definitely be affected. 

There are various suggestions for pilot 
programs-on the care of groups at differ- 
ent income levels. These are all major 
problems but I feel we can take care of 
them as they arise. 

I believe we should expand the pro- 
gram for dental education at the grade 
and high school levels, and also the 
adult education program for information 
to the public. 

I feel our most important problem con- 
cerns our relations with our own mem- 
bership. We can hardly be proud of the 
fact that there are hundreds of members 
who seldom attend this meeting and are 
satisfied with branch meetings. There. are 
still hundreds more who never attend a 
branch meeting but attend only some 
local meeting, and there are others who 


seldom, if ever, are seen at any meeting.

One of our editors received an award 
for an editorial on Apathy. There is no 
question that there is complacency, but 
the thing we are interested in is, why. 
I believe it is lack of information. We 
have failed to get through to these mem- 
bers. I expect to request the Executive 
Committee of each branch to meet each 
month with their Director to discuss the 
problems that are presented to the parent 
society. Some branches are now doing 
so. It has not been uncommon, when 
pressed for time or on a guest night, to 
dispense with the Directors’ Report. By 
this procedure the branch membership 
shows lack of appreciation and lack of 
understanding of the tremendous amount 
of work the Director does in their behalf. 
This is another instance of lack of infor- 
mation. I believe it should be mandatory 
that the Director report at each meeting, 
as he is the sole source of information 
from the parent society. 

In November, 1958, a questionnaire 
was sent to every fifth dentist in the 
United States. A number of questions 
were asked. The fourth ranking comment 
dealt with the Association’s relationship 
with its members.

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PROSTHETIST (DENTURIST) 
BILLS DEFEATED IN COMMITTEE 
but look below! 

At a hearing on Thursday, June rst, 
before the License and Miscellany Com- 
mittee of the House, H.B. 1484 (bill to 
register oral prosthetists by the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education) was 
defeated in committee. This was a bill 
to permit laboratories to deal directly 
with the public. By a vote of 16 to 13 the 
bill was voted “Do not pass.” With this 
defeat a companion bill 1521 was also 
defeated. For all practical purposes the 
bills are dead. 

Our very sincere thanks to Drs. Tuck, 
Osmanski, Jordan, Fitz, Esper, Donelan, 
Smith, Clopper and to Mr. John Porter 
and Mr. Ed Stephens, for their outstand- 
ing service at the hearing and for a job 
well done. Our grateful thanks to Mr. 
Barry McNulty, Executive Secretary of 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Associa- 
tion, for his valuable help. We would 
also commend and thank the contact men 
for their excellent job of informing the 
members of the committee on organized 
dentistry’s stand. Keep up the good work. 

As soon as H.B. 1227 through 1233 are 
ready for House action, each legislative 
contact man will be notified by Dr. Paul 
Clopper and given instructions. These 
bills have the sponsorship of organized 
dentistry and are a must.—E. Ebert. 


NEW DENTURIST BILLS 
INTRODUCED!

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INJUNCTION SUIT FILED 
IN FRANKLIN COUNTY 


The Illinois State Dental Society, 
along with Phillip J. Kartheiser, Joseph 
B. Zielinski, Paul W. Clopper, Carl J. 
Madda and John W. Hardy, as officers 
and directors, and Arthur L. Lenzini and 
Guy W. Lambert, as individual dentists, 
filed suit in the Circuit Court of Franklin 
County on May 15, 1961 to enjoin C. R. 
McElwee from practicing dentistry with- 
out a license. 

McElwee has been operating a dental 
laboratory at West Frankfort and on 
March 18 was found guilty in a criminal 
case and was fined $1,000.00 by County 
Judge Webb Johnson and was placed on 
probation for one year. 

Immediately after the trial in County 
Court, McElwee was indicted by the 
County Grand Jury on charges of sub- 
ornation of perjury, this meaning that he 
is charged with trying to influence the 
testimony of witnesses who appeared 
against him or who were to appear 
against him in the criminal case. 

It is expected that the injunction suit 
will be reached for trial some time in the 
early Fall of 1961. 


MICHAEL REESE COMPLETES 
FIRST YEAR OF INTERCEPTIVE 
ORTHODONTIC CLINIC 


July 1, 1961 will mark the close of 
the first year of successful operation of 
the Mandel Clinic interceptive orthodon- 
tic service. This clinic was inaugurated 
in 1960 in conjunction with a teaching 
course for practicing dentists to demon- 
strate methods of intercepting and pre- 
venting incipient malocclusions with the 
use of removable appliances.

This well-written volunie tells us about 
x-radiation, how it reacts with human 
tissues, and how dental radiation can be 
decreased without interfering with pres- 
ent diagnostic procedures. 

A well-written introductory chapter 
emphasizes the importance of being well 
informed about the many aspects and 
ramifications of radiation production and 
effects. 

The author warns us that “x-ray is in- 
visible and insidious. Only its effects may 
be observed, and these perhaps only years 
later. The dentist should know the facts 


and attempt to educate his clientele 
whenever possible.” 

The contents of this text is divided into 
seven sections and an appendix. It is con- 
cise and well organized. The numerous 
illustrations and drawings are interesting 
and excellently reproduced. 

“This book is not designed as a scien- 
tific textbook,” Dr. Wuehrmann writes, 
“It is written solely for the use of the 
general practitioner, with the hope that, 
through the application of its contents, 
the practitioner may more adequately 
protect his patients, employees, himself, 
and personnel in areas adjoining his den- 
tal office.”

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U.S. National Health Survey Examinations 
in Chicago Area 


lhe Public Health Service’s U.S. 

National Health Survey is visiting 

the Chicago Metropolitan Area for 
the second time during a three-week pe- 
riod started on June 5. About 150 repre- 
sentative adults from the southern part of 
Chicago and Cook County, Will County, 
Ill., and Lake County, Ind., will be given 
a special health examination.

As in the examination program last 
fall, the persons to be examined will not 
be volunteers, but adults preselected by a 
probability sampling technique. In effect, 
the examinees are chosen at random from 
the whole population of the sample area, 
irrespective of their social, economic, or 
health characteristics. 

The examinations are performed in 
the Health Survey’s mobile examination 
centers, brought to the area and set up in 
two locations. 

The purpose of the examinations is to 
collect, on a uniform basis, statistical in- 
formation on certain chronic conditions, 
particularly cardiovascular diseases and 
arthritis, and on physical and physiologi- 
cal measurements. The health examina- 
tion is conducted in a single visit. It 
consists of a medical history; a physical 
examination for certain conditions for 
which examination can be made in a 
uniform way and in a single visit, and for 
which diagnostic criteria exist; a dental 
examination; screening tests for visual 
acuity and hearing; a 12-lead electro- 
cardiogram; blood pressure determina- 
tions ; 6 foot-14x17 chest x-ray; x-rays for 
hands and feet; modified glucose toler- 
ance test, microhematocrit determina- 
tion; serologic test for syphilis; serum 
cholesterol level; serum bentonite floccu- 


lation test for rheumatoid arthritis; urine ~ 


sugar (and albumin for males) ; height 
and weight; and a series of body meas- 
urements which are important—from the 


standpoint of safety and efficiency—in the 
design of motor vehicles, aircraft, and 


, farm and industrial machinery. 


Designed for a particular statistical 
purpose, the examination differs in many 
respects from the kind of examination 
received by people seeking care from their 
own physician or dentist. In the dental 
examination, the condition of the teeth 
is determined on a uniform basis, and the 
oral hygiene status and the severity of 
malocclusion and periodontal disease also 
are assessed objectively. Neither x-rays 
nor a dental history are taken, and the 
examining dentist does not recommend 
any treatment. 

Findings are not disclosed to ex- 
aminees directly. Each individual is 
asked, however, if he wishes the findings 
supplied to his own dentist and physician; 
and if the examinee so authorizes, a re- 
port is sent to the physician and dentist 
he designates. 

The examining physicians are fel- 
lows or senior residents in internal medi- 
cine working temporarily with the Public 
Health Service. The other team members 
are a dentist, nurses, x-ray technicians, 
and history-interviewer receptionists reg- 
ularly on the PHS staff. 

The Health Examination Survey is na- 
tionwide and is a major project of the 
U.S. National Health Survey authorized 
by Congress in 1956. It constitutes the 
first attempt in this or any other country 
to perform examinations on a representa- 
tive sample of the national population. 

The second Chicago “stand” is the 
fourteenth in the National sample. The 
data gathered in the Survey will not 
produce separate figures for localities or 
States. When all the “stands” are com- 
pleted, the results will yield estimates for 
the United States as a whole. 

Another part of the National Health 
Survey program—a Health Interview 
Survey which has been going on since
